The 
church has been attacked on ev- 
ery hand. The members have 
had things to endure that are 
unspeakable. Although we are 
earnestly contending for the faith 
which was once delivered unto 
the saints we probably find 
heights to scale and barriers to 
surmount almost beyond our ex- 
pectation. 

But we can overcome them. 
God has promised to help us. 
And He will help us as we stick 
together and learn to endure 
hardness as good soldiers, If we 
are not able to do anything else 
we can obey the commands of 
our Captain, and this is what is 
required. 


No doubt many are learning of 
the experience described by the 
prophet concerning Jesus. He 
was ‘a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief.’ Many of 
the dear ones who have real vic- 
tory in their souls are carrying 
heavy hearts like their Lord. 
(Matt. 26:37.) If He was sorrow- 
ful and heavy, we may hardly 
expect anything else than for this 
experience to fall upon His bedy 
sometimes. He Himself said, 
“My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful, even unto death.’ (Matt. 
26 33%.) 

This is the way our Lord went 
and how often have we prayed 
that we might be 
Then if our prayers are answered, 
surely we must not give way 
under the strain. We have 
the exhortation given by Peter 
that we should follow His steps. 
And Peter explains that we are 
expected for conscience toward 
God to endure grief suffering 
wrongfully.. (1 Peter 2:19,21.) 
These experiences are to follow 
the Ohurch of God. 


One of the strange things is 
that the harder the trials, and 
the more suffering heaped upon 
the Ohurch, the more people will 
flock to her. This was true in 
Bible times when they were 
whipped, imprisoned, beaten, 
and slain. The Ohurch grew into 
multitudes while the members 
were going through some of the’ 
worst tortures. And we are ex- 
pecting the Ohurch to win no 
matter what the cost is to its 
members. If we have to go 
through the rest of our days with 
heavy hearts like Jesus carried 
it is not our purpose to falter or 
draw back. 

Jesus suffered so severely that 
at one time it seems fle felt He 
could scarcely endure any longer. 
In the anguish of His soul He 
cried out to His Father and said, 
“If it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me.’’ But He endured. 
If we are brought into similar 
experiences in these last days we 
need not be surprised. While 
this is going on and our souls are 
filled with anguish almost un- 
bearable the multitudes will 
come to the brightness of the 
rising of His Ohurch. 

While the members suffer, and 
by the suffering are bright en- 
ed and polished into heavenly 
beauty, the Ohurch itself will 
become whiter and whiter unti] 
it reaches the state described: by 
the Apostle Paul ready to be 
presented to its Lord a glorious 
not having spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing.

Then by 
reading the description given of 
His life here on earth we find it 
anything but pleasant to the 
natural, Heb. 2:10, reads: ‘For 
it became him for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all 
things, in bringing many sons to 
glory, to make the Captain of 
their salvation perfect through 
sufferings.’’ Again we say, ‘‘Mys- 
tery upon mystery. Why sucha 
thing? The Son of God, our 
Savior and King, made perfect 
through sufferings?” But it is 
true. 


Then when we look for a per- 
fect Ohurch, bear in mind that 
we may expect to wade through 
sufferings to reach it. And it is 
already settled that perfection 


will finally come, so this means a 
series of sufferings. 


We sometimes sing, ‘Refining 
fire go through my heart.’’ This 
is an experience necessary to ob- 
tain the experience of sanctifi- 
cation. But according to God’s 
Word there is also a process of 
refinement through which the 
Church will have to pass before 
it reaches that state of perfection 
described.
